Claim Objections 

Claims 20- 23 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because claim 20 does refer back in the alternative only and claim 23, a multiple 
dependent claim cannot server as basis for another multiple dependent claim either 
directly or indirectly.
